.The fault may lie largely, very largely, with the 


steamship companies, and-they can be reached by fines. 
Whenever a steamship company brings here persons 
suffering from loathsome.or dangerous contagious dis- 
ease it may be fined $100. Such lines in the past year 
amou'itcd to $25,000, and the enactment of the statute 
in 1003 operated to reduce the number of oases under 
this heading which were brought here. 
Now a statute 


should be speedily enacted permitting the authorities 
to impose a smaller fine for bringing people suffering 
from physical defects which will certainly impair ability 
to earn a living. 
The President has recommended this. 


But other'safeguards must, without much loss of 


time also be devised. 
The problem as it exists today is 


very grave and must be met in some way or we shall 


suffer greatly.
